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On February 14, 1964, Mark Lane, who described 
himself as a New York Attorney and the attorney for Mrs. 
Marguerite Oswald, mother of Lee Harvey Oswald, made a 
speech at the Central Methodist Church, Woodward and 
Adams Streets, Detroit, Michigan, 

During this speech. Lane said that he had 
D-^eoared a brief concerning the Oswald case and that 
‘about two weeks he was going to seek to obtain an 
with United States Attorney C-eneral Robert Kennedy in order 
to oresent this brief, as well as other evidence ne had 
dev‘eloped in this matter, to the Attorney General. 
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
